Tree project shades LSUS 


Study suggests 
LSUS merger

A iree-planting ceremony last 
week launched the "Tree for 
Trees** program. Through ihe 
program people can donate money 
to purchase trees for the campus 
and in turn receive trees for ihdr 
homes* The ceremony was held 
in front of the Noel Memorial 
Library* 

As pan of its Gateway 2000 
program designed to encourage 
the planting of trees near 
entrances of institutions, 
Louisiana the Beautiful has 
donated trees to the campus. Four 
years ago, almost 500 live oak 


trees were planted on the campus. 

Dr, George Kemp, chair of the 
LSUS beautification project, had 
the idea that the trees would frame 
the campus* 

*Ti was so barren looking," 
Kemp said. "The whole image of 
the campus will change when 
people can say, *Look at this 
beautiful avenue of shade.'" 

The sidewalk between the 
administration building and the 
new library is flanked by crepe 
mynle trees. When they bloom, a 
colorful arch will adorn the 
entrance to the school. 

After the initial planting and 
fenitination, the trees must be 
properly maintained on a regular 


basts. Kemp has taken that 
challenge on himself* He spends 
many of his Satuiday and Sunday 
afternoons watering the trees. 

Kemp said $2,000 is needed to 
complete the second phase of the 
project. He is also trying to raise 
money for the Endowed 
Maintenance Fund to replace dead 
trees and buy weed killer. 

^'Hopefully even when state 
funds get tight, there will be 
money to lake care of die trees," 
Kemp said. 

Students also hope the trees will 
be taken care of* Keidra Lee, a 
junior physical therapy major 
said, "They make the campus 
more aitraciivc."

Ten years ago a study done by Ed 
Morrison, an economic development 
consultant for the United Nations, 
recommended the Biomedical 
Research Insutute for the Shrevepon. 
area. That institute is now located at 
LSU Medical Center* 

Now Morrison is back with a new 
study and recommendation for 
Shrevepon and Bossier City* 

In a $110,000 seven-month study 
that was released Feb. 2, Morrison 
recommends the merger of LSUS, La. 
Tech and Bossier Parish Community 
College. 

"This was proposed to the 
chancellor by Ed Morrison (who did) 
an economic outlook projection and 
suggested ways to improve economic 
development in Northwest 
Louisiana," said SGA President 
Vincent Mangum. 

"Merging LSUS, La* Tech and 
Bossier Parish Community College 
was Mr. Morrison's idea," he said. 
"The chancellor has only agreed to 
look into the possibility. 

Shreveport has the third largest 
metropolitan area in the state, and it is 
without a major university. By 
adding a "power-ba*sed” university - 
18,000 to 19,000 students - the area 
will be more attractive to major 
economic growth and will create 
secure, high-paying jobs* 

Shreveport and Bossier City hired 
Morrison to do the study in order to 
get a "road map into the future" of the 
two cities* 


Morrison suggests placing Tech's 
Micro Manufacturing Center on the 
LSUS campus instead of on the 
riverfront. 

'T want what's best for all the 
citizens of Northwest Lousiana, but I 
can't comment further until the study 
has been released on Feb. 2,'* said 
Tech President Dan Reneau. 

Chancellor John Darling released 
an information package last week 
omling specific advantages of the 
merger: 

M Provides Louisiana with a new 
university capable of attracting major 
research and development from 
outside the state* 

■ Moves the Micro Manufaciuring 
Conference Center to the LSUS 
campus, adds the advanced 
manufacturing service to the 
technology, and innovation in the 
Center, expands the mission of the 
Center to include major iniemationat 
business programs, and seeks $3 
million in additional state funding for 
the Center's programs* 

■ Adds doctoral level programs to 
the LSUS campus in science, 
business, and education. 

■ Establishes engineering 
technology programs on the campus 
of LSUS. 

■ Coordinates computer, library 
and distance learning resources 
presently available at LSUS and Tech 
to help create the basis of the 
"technology road map."

Clark, dean of the College of Business 
Administration since 1985, will leave in June 
to become dean of the School of Business and 
Economics at Sonoma State University in 
Rohnen Park, Calif* His position will be filled 
by the fall semester* 

Belck, vice chancellor of Academic ABairs, 


left to become president of Southern Blinots 
University in Ed wards v die. She has been at 
LSUS since July of 199 L Dr. Pat Bates is 
interim provost and vice chanceUor of 
Academic Affairs* 

A graduate of Centenary College, Stewan 
had an opportunity to go back to her alma 
mater to fill the same position she held here, as 
director of information services* Her 
resignation was effective Jan* 1, 1994. There 
are more than 60 candidates af^lying for this 
position* Meanwhile Suzzanne Bright, a 
communications instructor, is temporarily 
rqplacing Stewan. 


According to 

Chancellor John Darling, 
administrators, including 
deans, directors, vice 
chancellors and 

chancellors, haven't 
received raises for 
several years* But it is 
not unusual for LSUS to 
lose that many people at 
once, Darling said. He 
added that it is a 
compliment to LSUS 
that all three individuals made professional 


steps in their careers* 

'To have administrators, faculty members 
and staff members that other institutions arc 
trying to recruit is a compliment lo LSUS," 
Darling said. 

Fred Kricg, director of Human Resources, 
was recruited at LSU Medical Center but 
decided to stay when LSUS increased his 
salary. 

"He was such an enormous asset to the 
university, in fact to the entire state," Darling 
said.

The second bill outlines the 
procedure for future operation of the 
exchange. It will simply be an 
exchange - no SGA in the middle. 

This bill also creates a standing 
commiuee on the book exchange. 
SGA Vice President Kevin Hades 
said the senate and the committee 
will have the ability to modify and 
change the program if needed. 

In a bill introduced by SGA 
Senator Kurt Pickett and passed 
unanimously, the senate supported a 
resolution to behave in accordance 
with state law.

Trespass' delivers 
attitude, good music

Trespass^ ihe latest video 
release from dilator Walter Hill, is 
a current ad^Hation of The Aeneid, 
a classic tale de^bmg tbe earthly 
harms which come to those who 
lust for gold. Or maybe the critic is 
taking it just a litUe too seriously. 

In Trespass^ two red-neck 
firemen from Ft. Smith, Arkansas 
(as opposed to all the cultured 
urbamtes living in Ft. Smith) find a 
map to a Vatican treasure that was 
stolen many yeai^ ago. They decide 
to seek the treasure which they find 
in an abandoned building just 
outside of East St. Louis. 
Unforiynately, they cross paths 
with a gang (but don't call them 
that) using the same location to kill 
a member who betrayed them, A 
vagrant living in the abandoned 
building gets caught in the ensuing 
chaos. 

So, the plot won’t win any 
Oscars, The plot takes loo long to 
develop and isn’t that great even 
when it does. But, once it does, 
watch out. 

Then enters action director 
extraordinaire Walter Hill. The 
driving force behind Extreme 
Prejudice and Johnny Handsome 
docs not disappoint. He executes 
many intense action sequences 
(including an imp'essive f;ill to the 
death through impeding power 
lines) which make Trespass well 
worth seeing. 


There's more. Although 
contemporary action films don’t 
usually bother to pay for more than 
one recognizable actor. Trespass 
has several credible performers. 
Bill Paxton (the "Game Overr' man 
from Aliens) and William Sadler 
(the villain from Ole Hard 2) 
perform well as the Arkansas 
rednecks. This role should be old 
hat for Paxton who assumed it 
previously in Streets of fire and 
later in One false Move^ Rappers 
Ice T and Ice Cube augment the 
quality of the cast with their strong 
screen presence as the gang's leader 
and leading dissident. Art Evans 
and Bruce Young also give fine 
performiuiees as the vagrant and an 
arms dealer with a great sense of 
style. 

There's even another reason to 
sec this film. Ry Coodcr, the blues 
musician behind Crossroads and 
Johnny Handsome^ supplies a raw 
score which makes even the plot 
development scenes worth 
watching. And when Ry Cooder 
isn't playing, many rap artists 
including Public Enemy and Sir 
Mixaloi provide powerful bass 
lines laced with strcei knowledge. 
For those of you who want a 
classical tale of the horrors which 
result from greed, read The Aeneid. 
If you simply want to watch Ice 
Cube deliver more altitude than one 
film should be allowed to have 
(and see him go through M‘16 
magazines like they’re tissue in the 
process). Trespass is your movie.

'Philadelphia's' screenplay lacking; 
acting, directing quality make up for it

Would you nodee Andrew Beckeu? 

He walks out of s nondescript building in the 
business sectiem of town, Ik forno apparel 
rea^oiu halfway down the building's steps. 

Kyoubod^redto lookaihl^you would fust 
see the lesions on his forehead. You would not 
gaze ai them for long because his eyes draw ymir 
attentitm. 

Nothing. His lifeless stare reflects his abandonment 
by all of Ms fonner colleag^. His lifeless stare 
. reflects his growing recognition that, if he fights 
those who took away his liberty to do what he 
practiced every day since law school, he will fight 
alone. And, he will probably not survive. 

Why doesn’t he give up this battle and enjoy 
the last months of his life? Ask the men at the 
Alamo why they didn’t surrender.

So, Andrew Beckett (Tom Hanks) does take a 
stand. Before his struggle is over, he is helped by 
another lawyer (Denzel Washington) who gains 
respect for Beckett and then helps him with his 
case. Together* they sue the law firm that fired 
B^ett for having AIDS. Their story is heroic. 

The screenplay isn't Its wfitex assumes that his 
audience Is clueless and wastes the time of anyone 
who isn’t. Any iKHi-clueless viewer gets hit over the 
head with neon signs saying "gay people can be 
intelligent and tough," and "people have no valid 
reason to treat AIDS victims like they have the 
plague," and "AIDS victims deserve to be treated as 
well as anyone else suffering from a disease." The 
screenwriter, white trying to break down 
stereotypes, creates his own by treating the 
audieiKe as KHalty brain dead. 

Director Demme doesn’t make this 
assumption. With the help of actors Hanks and 
Washington who ply ihcir trade skillfully, he 
creates scenes which are both memorable and 
emotional. PhUadelphia could have been a great 
movie if it had a screenplay to match the quality of 
its actors and director. 

Wiihoui theii talent, Andrew Beckeu’s siory 
of heroism would remain lost in a flood of 
anonymity and starotypes. However, Phiiadeiphia's 
merits outweigh its faults, earning it a positive 
recommendation.

In a 
short period of time, a vice chancellor, Nancy Belck, has left for greener 
pastures in Illinois and the chancellor has shot at a position at the 
University of Florida, The public information director, Lynn Stewan, 
resigned to move down the road to Centenary and most recently, Lan 7 
Clark, dean of the college of business administration, announced his 
intention to accept a job in California.

Board increases funding 
for colleges and 
universities 

The Board of Regents on 
Thursday voted unanimously to 
recommend a 1994-95 higher 
education budget of $663.2 
million in state funds, an 


increase of about 17 percent over 
current funding for the colleges 
and universities. 

Commissioner of Higher 
Education Dr. 1. Larry Crain 
explained that the recommended 
funding breaks down to S579.9 
million in continuation level 
funding, an increase of $12.3 
million over this year's budget; 
faculty pay adjustment of 5 
percent equals $19.3 million 
which will bring them to the 
Southern Region Education 
Board average; and $17 million 
for support services.
